The third and last of the series-of 
bond elections, the outfall-sewer propo- 
sition, calling for $696,900, came off 
yesterday, and resulted in the defeat 
of the bonds by a vote of 3400 for the 
bonds xnd 2081 against them, less than 
the necessary two-thirds majority. It 
was well understood tbat the bond 
manipulators would exert every effort 
to carry the outfall proposition, as it 
involved the largest expenditure of 
money, but despite all.their efforts and 
those of their paid emissaries, together 
with the influence of almost the entire 
city government, or at least the coun-

The election passed off very quietly, 
and only 150 votes more were polled 
than on the storm-drain proposition. 
It is fair to presume that the outfall 
advocates brought out their full 
strength, and the Ballona scheme may 
be regarded as having received its 
final quietus, and been buried too deep 
for possible resurrection.

acrime to waste water and fertilizing 
matter in: this dry section; that the 
natural outfall for the city is the river, 
which is and has been utilized in that 
capacity; and, finally, that the present 


financial condition of the city is not 


such as to warrant the expenditure of 
a dollar more than is absolutely neces- 
sary, which the proposition before the 
voters yesterday certainly was not. 
Perbaps one of the leading in- 
ducements to defeat the bonds 
was the arrogant and almost insulting 
attitude of the “plungers,’’ in urging 
that the adoption of the interior sys- 
tem made the Buallona outfall a neces- 
sity, thus exposing the trick which 
they had attempted to work upon the 
citizens, in so contriving the interior 
system as to lead directly to the cher- 
ished Ballona outfall. To attempt to 
bulldoze American voters is very poor 
policy. They may be led, but cannot 
often be driven.

"Tn last decision in fact applies to all 
corporate rights and powers, whether ex- 
clusive or not. 

Moreover, it relates to the constitutional 
inhibition on legislative power and has 
nothing to do with municipal corporations. 
These last stand on their own foundation, 
so thata prohibition in the power of the 
Legisiature does not include them unless 
expressly mentioned. The grant in this 
case was to three Individuals, Griffin, 
Beaudry and Lazard.

Charles Kk. Davis Defends Himself 
from a Local Newspaper Attack. 
Charles R. Davis called at the Times 

office last evening to refute a state- 

ment in the Pasadena Star of the 14th 
inst., wherein serious charges sre mude 
against him. The Star..ulleges that 

Davis came to Pasadena in the height 

of the boom in 1887 and dealt heavily 

in real estate, and, upon collapse of 


the boom, claimed that he was under 


age when he did the business, and, 
therefore, Was DOteresponsible for his 
actions. The Star Says he pleads the 
‘baby act’”’ to escape his debts, refus- 
ing to pay for property be bought or 
deed back the same. The article goes 
on to state that Davis is thorougbly 
bad, and deserving of the penalties of 
the Pénal Code. , | 

Mr. Davis stated to a Times re- 
porter yesterday that he was in: ormed, 
two days before the article appeured 
in the Star, that it was tobe published, 
and immediately went and saw W.' L. 
Vail, one of the editors of the paper. 
Vail showed bim the article, and said 
that certain parties had furnished it to 
him, and offered him $50 to publish it. 
He said—so Davis States: ‘Seeing it 
is you, Mr. Davis, if you will make it 
half that-amount ($25) I will keep jit 


H. }out of ny paper, and see that it does 


not go into any ‘other.” Mr. Vail 
thought that $25 was cheap enough. 
The conversation occurred on Wedues- 
day, the 12ch inst. 

Davis asked for a few days’ time to 


notify the contractors to have their | Miss W 


consider the mattet, but Vail replied: 

‘No, these parties want it in 
Wednesday’s edition, the day of the 
railroad celebration in Pasadena.”’ 

Davis refused to pay the money, and 
the article appeared on Friday. 

Mr. Davis states that he was robbed 
by land-sharks in several deals, and 
that they were trying to take ah ad- 
vantage of him, and, torself-protection, 
he was compelled to résort to the plea 
of being under age. He states that he 
asked of Vail the privilege of replying 
to the attack, but was informed that 
his article would cost him 20 centsa 
line; that Col. Ray, the recent plaint- 


iff in a libel suit, paid bim $45 for bis | 


letter in the Star. 
Mr. Davis states that he purchased 
some property, in conjunction with A. 
H. Richards, from I. A. and George 
D. Willis, for $650, paying $300 down 
and giving joint and several notes for 
the balance. Richards, in the mean 
time, died, and the holders of the 
note came back on Davis for. the 
whole amount. He was willing to pay 
bis share, but was .compelled to plead 
the infancy clause to protect himeelf. 
The Star article accuses Davis of be- 
ing connected with an oil deal that 
smells unsavory. Davis says that in 
the summer of 1888 B. A. O'Neil and 
himself were agents for the Occidental 
Oil Company of Los Angeles, and sold 
2500 shares of stock at 75 cents a share 
to G. W. Hill of Pasadena, the par 
value of the stock being $5. re- 
ceived a commission on their sales, 
and the company at that time was in 
active operation, with reliable men at 
its head, and there was nothing ques- 
tionable about the transaction, He 
himself bought stock in the samé’com- 
pany and paid cash for it. Hé com- 
lains of the injustice of the Star pub- 
ication concerning himself. As the 
same matter in substance appeared in 
the columns of Tue Tres this éoun* 
ter statement is now admitted.

such lands, then but a small part of 
the stream can be used, and the 
greater part will run away to the 
Pacific Ocean; and subsequently the 
meee of irrigation can be enlarged 
only by buying out vested water-rights, 
scattered along the course of the river.

dressed to the head occupant thereof, 
stating that we would call or send for 
the same in a few days. 

We commenced our gourne , but on 
my part with inward fore gs, for 


our motive power consisted of a little 
mustang, and a decrepit mule which 


ment after long years of service for his 
country. This mule had been turned 
out to luxuriate for the remainder o 
his natural life, but in some unac- 
countable manner the Patriarch had 
pressed him into his service. On xu 
more intimate acquaintance I found 
that this mule was shockingly decep- 
tive, and itis somewhat gratifying to 
meé to record the fact that some three 
years later he lost his tife in a vain 
endeavor to stop a railroad train up in 
the Palisades.

Stiffened and cold we tumbled 
out, and, making our way to the door, 
were welcomed by our host, who proved 
to be a gray-headed, gray-bearded, 
dried-up little oldman. tis attire was 
identical with that of Osgood, and the 
residence—I own that my heart fell at 
the sight of it. 

Fancy yourself leaving a large house, 
with your surroundings all of a com- 
fortable nature, and, after being led to 
believe that you were going to some- 
thing of a similar character, be landed 
in a dug-out tweive by sixteen feet in 
size, with but one door, one half of an 
ordinary sash for a window, one rough 
greasy table nailed fast to the wall, 
one primitive fire-place with vile sage- 
brush for fuel and you have a fair 
picture of the residence., I forgot to 
mention that a bunk extended along 
either side of this one room. ‘lhe buns 
on one side was filled with straw cov- 
ered with blankets; the other ‘was 
empty, but through the courtesy of the 
Patriarch, we were permitted to bring 
straw from a distance outside, and fill 
it, after which we spread our blankets, 
and our bed was made. Thus for 
months, with feet to feet, we four 


slept. 

The Patriarch bad prepared a meal 
for us, and seated on old boxes, for 
there were no chairs, we proceeded to 
do honor to his effort.

That was all, and for 
months we subsisted on this same bill 
of fare with once in a great whilea 
trifling variation. The nearest base of 
supplies. was Battle Mountain, some 
twenty-five miles distant, and the 
nearest habitation eight miles away, 
and this was only a cattle ranch where 
a few saavanee made their headquar- 
ters. r four months I never saw a 
white woman and not over half 
dozen white men. Indians were plenti- 
ful and exceedingly sociable, particu- 
larly at meal times,when they would in- 
sist in bestowing their company upon 
us, and it wag quite a severe struggle to 
retain food sufficient for our own sub- 
sistence. 

Before retiring that first night, I 
realized that I was not in a countr 
where a silk tile would be appreciated, 
so inafew days gave mine to one ot. 
the noble red men who had manifested 
a, penchant for it, and the last time 
I saw it, years after, it was still orna- 
menting his massive intellect, but 
totally devoid of the shiny exterior. 
He had removed the pany covering 
and probably gambled it off at Indian 
poker, for these dusky aborigines, 
male or female, will gamble off any-

We then madé a raft of 


just before day was breaking, I heard 
the Patriarch tell Osgood that it was 
time to getup. We all took the hint 
and turned out, donning less preten- 
tious garbs than. we made our advent 
'n. Osgood cooked the breakfast, 
while we tenderfeet took an observa- 
tion of the country from without. This 
appeared to be quite necessary, in 
order to give Mr. Osgood room to per- 
‘orm his culinary duties to the best ad- 
vantage, beside, we were obliged to go 
to the ditch in order to perform our 
ablutions, as there were no cotiven- 
iences inside for such trifling purposes. 

From the residence a wide wally" 
spread out before us, and far away Wwe 
could see the blue outline of the moun- 
tain range on the other side of the 
Humboldt: River, somewhere at the 
foot of which we had left the train the 
afternoon before. Between us and 
there was one sea of sage brush, but 
no other evidences of vegetation was 
visible. With the aid of a hoe and the 
little water flowing through the ditch, 
it seems that the Patriarch had the 
season raised a few potatoes, 

ut this was the extent of his-agricul- 
tural pursuits. The old prevaricator, 
while waiting for breakfast, explained 
to me confidentially, that gome twenty 
miles up tne cafion he had constructed 
a dam of solid rock 70 feet high, 100 
feet in width at the bottom and 80 feet 
on top; that this dam backed 
up the water so that a lake 25 
miles long and from one to three miles 
wide was formed, with an average 
depth of 40 feet. With this water it 
was proposed to supply the whole val- 
ley. Farming people were to be in- 
vited to settle there, take up land, all 
of which belonged to the Government, 
and we were to sell them water for 
irrigation, without which nothing 
could be raised.

We made our horsés swim 
across, and pulled our wagons 6yer® 
means of a strong rope, after whic 
we proceeded to haul out lumber from 
the railroad qwiteh to the river Dank, 
consuming a couple of days in the @p- 

some our 
large timber, piled other lumber npon 
it, and with the aid of ropes fos 
the mass across the river. The firs 
load went over all right, bat the sec 
ond load, on acconnt of being unevenly 
loaded, toppled completely over after 
getting out into the stream, and thé 
lumber and luggage went sailing down 
the river. I was on the Me ew bank, 
but ran down to a bend where! ex- 
pone’ to save some oj our cargo. The 

rst thing which caught my eye was @ 
trunk which I knew contained man 
valuable articles, Il was dresse 
very heavy, for the weather was still 
cold; had on top rubber boots, but I 
plunged into the river as I was, and 
struck out for the trunk. 1 reached it 
and endeavored to swim with it to the 
shore, put the powerful current and 
the lumber coming down stream were 
elements too formidable for me to suc- 
cessfully oppose, and in my struggles 
my strength rapidly failed. Finding I 
could do. nothing with the trunk, and 
as I was becoming so weak that 1 ques- 
tioned-my ability to reach the shore at 
all, I relinquished my hold. to make 
the effort, but had it not bosn for one 
of the boys reaching out a pole for me 
to grasp, and hauling me quite onto the 
bank, I should not be here now to re- 
late wy experience. 

It was some minutes before I could 
move, but when I did I looked up 
stream and just at the bend of the 
river | saw the Patriarch paddling 
himself down stream without any vis- 
ible means of support. The water 
came up under his arms, while the 
lower part of his body was completely 
submerged. <A few feet in front of 
bim I noticed the pew of my boat. 
it seems that he had jumped into the 
boat without bailing her out, and she 
sank with bim, but essed buoyanc 
sufficient to keep his bead and shoul- 
ders above water, and so he came 

addlin 
lite, endeavoring to effect a landing. 
He saved himself, or rather | did, for I 
pulled him in shore with the aid of the 
same pole that had rescued me. I have 
always questioned this humane act of 
mine, for had I permitted him to con- 
tinue on in his headlong course he 
would most probably have gone to de- 
struction, while I should have been 
saved thousands of dollars as well as 
‘years of toil and struggle, which finally 
ended by hopes being completely 
blasted. 

But to return tothe Patriarch. His 
appearance as that scene comes before 
me nuw was certainly quite ludicrous, 
but at that time I was hardly in a con- 
dition of mind. to appreciate the comi- 
cal side of the situation. ‘ 


Five minutes after the raft capsized 
the stream presented its usual aspect; 
the lumber was beyond our reach and 
lost to us forever, also a chest of tools, 
the trunk, my gun and mapy other ar- 
ticles of more or less value. It cost 
precisely $500. to. replace the loss of 
umber alone. —

or my escape from a watery exit was 
an exceedingly narrow one. 

The night of our disaster I slept on 
the hard floor of the section-house— 

that is, I laid there, for very little 

sleep visited my eyes—but the next 

morning, bright and early, we were on 

our way to the residence with the rem- 

uants of our lumber purchase. 

The new house was commenced, and 
ina few months completed. In the 
mean time we purchased at Camp Mc- 
Dermott 500 head of fine graded sheep, 
from which we expected to realize a 
comfortable livelihood until the set- 
tlers came in to avail themselves of 
our water right.. We also engaged in 
agriculturé, clearing up and planting 
to barléy some two hundred acres of 
land, but it was nota flattering suc- 
cess, for if the rabbits did not succeed 
in devouring all ef our growing grain, 
the crickets came along and helped 
them out, so it was all the same to us, 
for we lost three successive crops 
through their efforts. 

Some six weeks after our arrival 
there appeared upon the scene an in- 
dividual whom 1 consider wortby of 
mention, His name was William W. 
Willson—always with the two Ils— 
his age 86, and beside being a con- 
firmed atheist, he was certainly the 
most profane man I ever met. -His 
appearance was considerably below 
the. medium, but his oaths more than 
made up for any lack of stature. He 
always swore that he was going to live 
100 years longer, and frequently told 
me that he would dance on my grave. 
This man bad evidently forgotten that 
he ever possessed a mother, for he was 
as bitter in his denunciation of women 
as he was of the Bible, and that was 
something appalling. We. always 
called him ‘“‘Uncle: Billy,” partly out 
of respect to his gray b&irs and partly 
because he seemed to enjoy it. 

The Patriarch had fallen in with 
Uncle Billy down at Battle Mountain, 
and through his peculiar style of lying, 
had induced the old man to join his 
colony and start in business.

been sprayed and saved. Many of my 
neighbors have suffered equally with 
me because of their ignorance of the 
nature of the scale and the remedy for 
it. Badly-infested orchards near me 
that were sprayed with the sulphur, 


lime and salt wash last winter 
are now almost clear of 
scale, with the trees all in 


a healthy condition. This season the 
majority of orchard-owners in our 
vicinity are spraying voluntarily, but 
there are still a few who have neglected 
it, and theirtrees will remain a breed- 
ing place for the scale, from whence 
they will spread to the orchards 
adjacent. It is entirely possible for 
inspectors, if backed up by the law and 
public opinion, to keep down insect 
pests in this section. It will be done 
if we depend upon every man “doing 
as he ought to;”’ for that’s whata 
large majority of us failtodo. The 
abolishing of the Horticultural Com- 
mission in this county, would, I be- 
lieve, be a serious mistake. Lut if the 
present commissioners are not doing 
their duty (as some assert), that is an 
entirely different matter and can be 
remedied in a different way from that 
suggested by signers of the petition to 
the supervisors.

The sticky horse-chestnut buds will open 
to letoutinto the sun four or five great 

surending leaves surrounding a pyramid of 
blossoms. 

How snugly they are folded away in these 
littie brown buds! No shopman could wrap 
parcels half so cleverly as Mother Nature 
does. No French maid ever packed her 
mistress’s finery with half the skill which 
Nature has shown in the folding of baby 
biossom or tender leaf. 

Girls know that dresses which have been 
lying for a long time folded away ina 

wer or trunk are creased when they are 
‘taken out. 

So are the leaves, when they come out of 
the buds where they have been tightly 
folded for s0 many months. After a while 
the breezes will shake out all these little 
wrinkles, but when the foliage is new and 
fresh we can see them plainly. 

Some leaves have been rolied like music 
in a vortable case, or like a window-shade 
around its rolier. Some have been folded 
like fans, and some have been doubled 
lengthwise down the middie, as a school 

irl folds her composition. Mayapple 
eaves come up looking like closed um- 
brelias, and then open just as umbrellas do. 
The crinkled spring foliage is very pretty 
and ene, too; for the creases show 
how Mother Nature contrived to get so 
many leaves ito so small a parcel. 

Actd where is the food which has been 
repared for these awakening buds? Grow- 
ng le.ves and flowers, like growing chil- 
dren, need plenty of nourishment, and 
Dame Nature has provided whole store- 
houses fuli of food justsuch as young foli- 
age and baby blossoms need, 

The crocus and the daftodil get their food 
from little storehouses underground. 

lf we dig up a root early in spring, before 


flowers have opened, we shall 
find it white, firm, round and fat. 
The flower-stem is able to shoot up 


80 fast, because it is nourished by this 
abundant good fare, just asaboy who is 
outgrowing all his clothes is doing by 
means of unnumbered breakfasts, dinners 
aud suppers. The biossoim owes much ot 
its beauty to this stored food; and if the 
supply wereto give out, the colors of the 
flower would grow dim. 

By the time the biossom dies the little 
storehouse will be emptied, but then the 
crocus will have formed long leaves and 
active roots, and will be le to gather 
enough nourishment from the soil and the 
air to satisfy all its wants, 

The tilac leaves grow so fast, 
they are well fed on foud which has been 
saree on purpose for them all winter long. 
lt has been satwred away just under the 
bark, so that the lilac’s storehouge is in its 
brancbes. 

All the boughs which are now beginning 
to put forth leaves and flowers are full of 
gum and sap.
